“Twenty-eight men checked in¬ 
to the mine, Monday at midnight, 
and everything progressed nor¬ 
mally until a few minutes after 
five on Tuesday morning, when 
as suddenly as a bolt from the 
blue, an explosion took place at 
the lowest point in the mine, 
No. 4 level, where six men were 
at work. Twenty-two other em¬ 
ployees working in No. 1,2 and 
3 levels felt the force of the ex¬ 
plosion and immediately sought 
safety in flight.

The Prospect Of War 

If it were not for the tragic potentialities involved, the conflicting re¬ 
ports on the kaleidoscopic European situation and the daily prognostica¬ 
tions of authorities, and others without authority, as to the eventual out¬ 
come of international misunderstandings and disputes, wouid be entertain¬ 
ing and amusing. 

Unfortunately so much is at stake for the whole world and the possible 
consequences of the ever-shifting misunderstandings among the European 
nationals are so fraught with risk that one cannot afford, even at this dis¬ 
tance, to treat the subject with levity, or even to contemplate conditions 
overseas with complacency. 

Both visitors to this continent from European countries and Canadians 
and Americans who have returned home from a visit on the other side of 
the Atlantic, appear to be quite ready to voice freely their opinions on the 
causes and trends of international difficulties and even to predict the out¬ 
come. Many go even further and venture to assert with confidence the 
approximate time when these quarrels are to culminate in open conflict and 
general conflagration. 

The opinions which these people convey might at least be informative 
and their prophecies might have some value, if it were not for the fact that 
no wo of them agree, and readers and listeners who are sufficiently inter- 
r?V 0 * b ! 0rb everythin S that is Panted or spoken on the subject, must 
be befuddled in their efforts to straighten out the tangles of conflicting im¬ 
pressions left on their minds. 

With or without data to support their theories, these prophets an¬ 
nounce that therie^will be no general European war, that there will be a 
war some time, that there will be a war within six months, that there is 
no possibdity of an outbreak within the next year but that it is inevitable 
within the next eighteen months. Some of these prophecies are couched in 
commanding and authoritative terms with a degree of positiveness that 
brooks no hedging. Others are conditioned by “ifs”, “unless", “perhapses • 
and most probablys.” 

Further than that, many of those who are sponsoring an outbreak in 
the comparatively near future are quite ready to, and do, announce what 
the line-up will be, and why, and whb is going to start the trouble that 
everyone shudders to contemplate. Here again there is so much conflict of 
opinion that even if the student is prepared to accept the dictum that there 
will be a war, he is nonplussed when it comes to an effort to diagnose the 
cause, or to group the opposing nations. 

That there is a conflict of opinion on this absorbing topic is not sur¬ 
prising when one considers that the social, political and economic affairs 
of toe majority of the nations on toe other side of the water are in a state 
of flux, and that national viewpoints are changing with such rapiditv that 
it Is not only difficult to follow them at long* range, but this difficultv ta 
accentuated by the almost impossibility of sifting out facts from propaganda. I 

It cannot be gainsaid, however, that if the peoples of Europe are not 
talking very much about or predicting war they are at least making ve^ 
active preparations for it, if it should come. Practically everv countrv

NOTES AND COM MENTS 

JT’S a well-known fact that usually, if you want anything 
done, it is the busy man who it more likely to do it than 
he who has not a great deal to occupy his time, A reminder 
of this was impressed on the writer’s mind in perusing the 
minute book of a local church. Covering the last ten years, 
one name appeared more frequently than any other in the 
record, mostly as secretary, but also in other offices. This 
man’s time is occupied more fully than any other in town. 

^LSO another thought occurred; that it is the 
same few who usually carry on. There appears to be a 
lack of young recruits to take up the work of the older peo¬ 
ple. Is it because they are not encouraged to assume res¬ 
ponsibility, or because it has no attractions in the way of 
amusement? It not only applies to church work, but to 
other local activities. Some men act on several organiza¬ 
tions in an executive capacity, and can it be wondered that 
at times they throw up their hands, and intimate plainly 
that it is time someone else took a hand? 

gO MANY will enjoy the benefits that accrue from the 
hard work and activity in community enterprises of the 
workers and those who undertake the responsibility of car¬ 
rying on, but care little else. And because they have little 
or no responsibility, they often criticize instead of help. 
More boosters are needed, more helpers and less talkers. 
We often compare a town to a garden or a grain field. The 
more you cultivate it and put something into it, the greater 
are the returns. It is the busy men and those active in 
community affairs who keep the town on the map, while the 
drones just sit, and sit, and sit, and talk. Let’s have more 
of the type who feel that they owe something to the town in 
which they live instead of trying to make all they can out of 
it without putting something back by their own personal ef¬ 
forts. 

JT WAS such an ideal week-end from the point of weather 
conditions that one felt thankful for living in the moun¬ 
tains. Such a break came as a most welcome relief after the 
discomforting and nerve- racking winds of the previous 
week. Life in the big hills has its compensations, and the 
walking is good so that the enjoyment is available to all. It 
does not require a luxurious limousine to enjoy the pleasnre 
that Nature provides, and outdoor exercise is good for the 
body and the soul. 

gREAKING FAITH is the title of an editorial which we 
re-produce, because it is of interest to many small inves¬ 
tors who believing in thrift have saved money through pay¬ 
ing life insurance premiums. It proceeds: 

‘Clear thinking is difficult at any time. That is why 
Franklin D. Roosevelt went on a fishing trip as soon after 
the election as possible. As Arthur Brisbane, noted column¬ 
ist said, “he wanted to fish, and also to think.” 

‘Most of us would do well if we did more thinking. Un¬ 
less all the points of a problem are considered, the solution 
will be only partially right, or wrong. We learned that in 
school long ago. 

‘Debts are a problem in the West, have been for some 
time. Alberta attempted to solve that problem. Now, life 
insurance policyholders in Alberta are starting to think. 
They are having their memories refreshed with the fact that 
thrifty citizens are the real owners of bonds that finance 
governments—Federal, provincial and municipal. It is 
their hard-earned savings that are invested in the mortgages 
that build homes, develop farms and industries of the Dom-| 
inion. 

“Investing their savings, life insurance policyholders 
have built up an insurance estate of over six billion dollars 
for themselves and their dependents. To protect this hugi 
estate, these policyholders invested two billion dollars in 
the best securities Canada had to offer: Federal, provincial 
and municipal bonds, farm mortgages and industrial secur-l 
ities. Alberta as a province holds millions of these dollars, 
borrowed from the insurance policyholders in exchange for 
the province’s bond, and millions more are invested within 
the boundaries of tlfr province by trust, loan, mortgage and 
banking institutions. 

“Life insurance, on behalf of its policyholders who loaned 
money and accepted in good faith the promise of the borrow¬ 
er to pay, says that the borrower should pay if he is able, 
and if he is not, he should negotiate for adjustment—not re¬ 
pudiate. . For life insurance says that cancellation and re¬ 
pudiation, regardless cf ability to pay, is breaking faith with 
those, Albertans as well as residents of other provinces, who 
were able, fortunately, to save, and thus to invest.” 

'J'HE matter of coltecTTng licenses from those who sell ier 
vices or goods ip Coleman while having their places of 
business in other towns needs some looking into. The town 
is losing revenue and also allowing competition with estab¬ 
lished business for which outsiders pay no tax. What are 
by-laws for?
